In an amended ruling, the city at- 
torney declared that purchase of an 
annex to Grady hospital and the ware- 
house garage G@--deferred payment 
plans are illegal. About $30,000 was 
involved in these two items. 

In the face of Mr. Mayson’s con- 
tention that purchase of parks on 
a deferred payment plan is illegal, 
Councilman John A. White, chairman 
of the parks committee, exhibited 
copies of a charter amendment passed 
at the last session of the Georgia 
legislature empowering the city to 
buy the tracts in installments.

Envoys Make Headway 
On Difficult Task at 
First Plenary Session 
Open to Press.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—()—In a 
plenary session at old St. James’ pal- 
ace today, the five-power naval con- 
ference publicly attacked and partly 
diminished the problem of finding a 
method to measure naval strength for 
purposes of international treaties, one 
of the most baffling and Intricate in 
the whole subject of disarmament. 
As a result of thesfirst conference 
session open to newspapermen, the 
problem .of measurement by global 
tonnage or by tonnage in categories of 
ships was tonight in the hands of a 
special committee. The committee is 
charged with the task of taking these 
bad boys of disarmament, global ton- 


‘mage and categorical tonnage, and of 


making them presentable and accept- 
able in a compromise for the confer- 
ence table. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams and 


Ambassador Hugh Gibson are the 
American members with Secretary of 
State Stimson ready to assist them. 
For the British, first Lord of the Ad- 
miralty Alexander and a delegate from 
the dominions will act with Prime 
Minister MacDonald. 

The first committee meeting will be 
held at 3 p. m. tomorrow. 

With the help of Secretary Stim- 
son, Prime Minister MacDonald cau- 
tiously and successfully steered to- 
day’s plenary session through the dan- 
gerous whirlpools of HKuropean - 


tics, 
, No ‘Delay. 

Italy’s decision to withhold discus- 
sion of the political issues involved 
for her enabled the delegates to pro- 
ceed without delay to consideration of 
the French compromise plan for fleet 
measurement. On the American side 
Ambassador Gibson furnished a nota- 
ble contribution to the proceedings by 
reviewing the history of the conflict 
between the rival theories. 

Both Premier Tardieu and _ first 
Lord of the Admiralty Alexander 
praised Mr. Gibson for his able analy- 
sis and clear statement of the prob- 
lem over the conference table | 

The American diplomat explained 
that there were, roughly, two schools 
of thought. That of limitation by 
categories fixes the tonnage that each 
country may use for,each type of ship, 
and thereby fixes the total tonnage; 
‘that of limitation by the global meth- 
od fixes the total tonnage for each 
navy and allows each country to ap- 
portion that tonnage as it sees fit 
among the various types of ships.

In Accepting Neel Resig- 
nation, Members of 
Highway Body Vigor- 
ously Deny “Force Out.” 


M’WHORTER NAMED 
ACTING ENGINEER 


Elimination of 3 High- 
way Divisions Fulfills 
Promise of Curtailment 
Made by Chairman. 


The threatened highway department 
shakeup materialized Thursday with 
the submission of a resignation by W. 
R. Neel, highway engineer, “for the 
best interest of both the state and my- 
self,” and the adoption of a resolu- 
tion which will eliminate three of the 
present nine division engineers. 

B. P. McWhorter, asphalt engineer 
at East Point, was appointed acting 
engineer to succeed Mr. Neel. 

The announcements were made by 
Colonel Sam Tate, state highway di- 
rector, following an executive session 
of the highway board Thursday after- 
noon. Beyond making public Mr. 
Neel’s. letter of resignation and the 
appointment of Mr. McWhorter as 
acting engineer, Colonel Tate declined 
to comment. 

The elimination of three of the 
present nine highway divisions was 
definitely decided upon by the board 
during its afternoon session. The re- 
organization of the divisions, it was 
said, will be carried out by a rear- 
rangement of the territory embraced 
in each, , 

It has not as yet been determined 
which three of the nine division engi- 
neers will be let out. 

Deny “Force-Out.” 

The probable curtailment of the 
number of divisions was revealed by 
Colonel Tate in December, with the 
announcement of the appointment of 
George Blount as maintenance en- 
gineer. Colonel Tate at that time ex- 
plained that the concentration of all 
maintenance affairs in one general of- 
rice under Mr. Blount’s supervision 
would greatly reduce the work of the 
division engineers, each of whom had 


previously attended to maintenance in 
his own division, and present an op- 
portunity for a reduction of divisions. 

A prospective change of highway 
engineers has been rumored for several 
months. That Mr. Neel’s resignation 
was forced, however, was vigorously 
denied by members of the state high- 
way board Thursday afternoon. 

Long Service. 

In his letter Mr. Neel recited his 
connection with the state highway 
board, which has dated since the crea- 
tion of the department in 1917. “I am 
submitting my resignation at this time 
because I feel it to be to the best in- 
terests of both the state and myself,” 
he said. 

“I assure each of you that my 
service with you has been most pleas-

In Sixth District Increases 


Reserve Bank Review Re- 
veals Satisfactory Busi- 
ness Conditions in South- 
east. 


Business transactions of all kinds 
in the sixth federal reserve district 
which were settled by check during 
1920 averaged 3.7 per cent greater 
than in 1928, it was shown by the 
federal reserve bank of Atlanta in its 
monthly review of business conditions 
of the district issued Thursday. 

The review noted an increase in 
value of farm crops produced in the 
aix states of the district for 1929 over 
1928. Five states of the disgyict shared 
in the increase. the report indicated, 
with Florida showing a decrease ex- 
plained as “largely because of lower 
returns from the orange crop, which 
was considerably smaller than the 
previous season,” 

While business settled by check 
showed an increase for the whole year, 
the review said, the months of No- 
vember and December showed de 
creases compared with the same 
months of 1928, 

Volume of Trade. 

The volume of retail trade during 
December, while at the seasonal peak 
for the year. continued the bank's re- 
port, was 5.1 per cent less than De- 
eember, 1928, and was also smaller 
than December, 1927, 1926 and 1925. 
Retail sales for the venr averaged 2.4 
per cent smaller in 1929 than in 1928. 
In October, wholesale trade reached 
the highest level in two years, it was 
pointed out, but declined seasonally 
for the two months following, and 
in December averaged 4.2 per cent less 
than a year ago. Wholesale sales were 
greater for seven months of the year 
than for the same months of 1928, but 
decreases were shown for the other 
five. 


Savings deposits were reported as. 


amaller for each month of 1929 than 
the previous year, while loans by 
weekly reporting member banks fell 
from the year’s peak in October to a 
point at the end of the year lower 
than any reporting date since March. 
The Atlanta bank showed smaller dis- 
counts at the end of the year than 
for any report date since March. 1928. 
Commercial failures in the district 
increased sharply in December over 
November, the review showed, and 
were greater than a year earlier.

He 
loved them, had studied them, from 
books on bird lore, and could tell all 
about where they built their nests and 
how ‘they lived. 

The only way to get a job, Harry 
correctly reasoned, was to ask for it.

her commodities of Georgia and 
neighboring southern states formed the 
basis of a review just issued here by 
the department of agriculture. 

The department revealed that peach 
trees of Georgia, North and South 
Carolina as well as Tennessee, ac- 
counting for 96 per cent of annual 
shipments from the section, have prac- 
tically reached their age of full ma- 
turity and usefulness. 

A survey indicates that 27 per cent 
of the trees are less than six years 
old, 56 per cent from 6 to 9 and 
17 per cent 10 years of age or more, 
from which a downward trend in: pro- 
duction is anticipated. . 

In Georgia trees less than six years 
old made up 23 per cent of all those 
includéd in the 1929 survey compared 
with 59 per cent in a similar survey 
in 1925. 

“To summarize conditions in the five 
leading southern states,” the statement 
says, “commercial peach plantings 
in recent years have not been suffi- 
cient to maintain the present number 
of bearing trees, since for the five 
states the trees under six years com- 
prise only 27 per cent of the total. 
Some reduction in potential bearing 
capacity for the region is desirable 
as recent heavy crops resulted in low 
prices. For the region as a whole, the 
average rate of plantings of the last 
six years could be increased at least 
50 per cent in the next few years and 
the production level 5 to 8 years from 
now would still be below that of re- 
cent heavy crop years. This is assum- 
ing an average life of 13 to 15 years 
for southern peach trees. New plant- 
ings, however, should be made only on 
favorable sites and by growers who 
are gee to give them proper cul- 
tural attention.” 

The Georgia watermelon situation 
is summed up as follows: 

“Growers in the early and second 
early states, especially in Georgia and 
Florida, where about 60 per cent of 
the 1929 carload shipments of water- 
melons originated, are very unlikely 
to experience a marketing situation 
in 1930 the equal of that of 1929.

Reports coming from the London 
naval parley say that the American 
and British delegations favor aboli- 
tion of the submarine in war for 
any other use than coastal defense 
against attacks from the sea.

| Easy-operating nose and throat spe- 
cialists to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, surgery can seldom be credited 
|with a complete-cure of sinusitis. At 
| best surgery is only an accessory of 
'the treatment of the trouble. In the 
‘great majority of cases of sinusitis, 
|whether frontal, antral, ethmoidal, 
sphenoidal or masioidai, medical and 
hygienic treatment will suffice; and 
in a good many cases of acute sin- 
usitis, whether so recognized or not, 
no special treatment at all is neces- 
sary—the complication, for such sin- 
usitis is in every instance, is self- 
limited and healing is spontaneous, 

I believe far too many operations 
have been done for mastoiditis, thanks 
to the ardor of born specialists, if 
you know what they are. I apply that 
epithet to pampered young doctors 
Who enter directly into the practice 
of a specialty such as diseases of nose 
and throat, or ear disease, as soon 
as they have completed their medical 
training and perhaps spent a_ few 
months in post-graduate study. Such

at present. If we ever do get enough 
sense to junk the present laws and 
establish reasonable and sound rules, 
one thing we'll insist on is that no 
man shall hold himself out as u sve- 
cialist in any branch of healing until 
he has had ten years of experience 
in private general practice. 

If our specialists were of that cali- 
ber I am pretty confident there would 
not be so many operations for mas- 
toiditis.

For years my greatest golfing weakness was putting, although my 
short approaches ran a close second. 
and lost around the green 1 had plenty to worry about. 

Many theories have been advanced regarding by peculiar style on the 


green. Most of them were wrong. 
When I was in 


putting went completely to pieces.

The first tendency, of course, is to¢ 


blame it’on the putter. I tried every 
conceivable kind of club without be- 
ing helped in the least. Finally I 
began experimenting with my stance 
and method of executing the stroke. 
For months the results were 
negligible. No matter what I did 
I was still tates or miss- 
ing the short oleable ones. 
First I tried the famous left el- 
bow method used by Willie Ma- 
guire, one of the greatest who 
ever played on the greens. That 
didn’t work, so I switched to the 
left hand grip of Freddie Mc- 
Lead 


Still I didn’t seem to be getting any- 
where. At that time a lot of discus- 
sion was going on concerning Francis 
Ouimet’s elbow style. There was 
nothing to do but try that method. 
Again I had no luck, 

As a result of all this fooling 
around, this switching back and 
forth, I finally evolved a method 
that was a composite of Ma- 
guire’s left elbow, McLeod’s left 
hand grip and QOuimet’s elbows. 
My present unorthodox stance 
grew on me. It has struck a lot 
of people as being exceedingly 
funny. In England I always 
had a crowd of people around 
me on the practice greens. But 
it has given me results, and I’ve 
stuck to it. 

I should not necessarily advocate 
this stance for others. It just hap- 
pens to have solved my particular 
problem. I suppose if my putting 
ever became as bad as it was down 
in Baltimore I'd start all over again 
and not quit until I had found an 
effective style. After all, there is 
only one answer to putting, and that 
is to get the ball down. 

My other weakness, the short 
approaches and bunker’ shots 
around the green, was a _ lot 
easier to correct. It didn’t take 
me long to find that my trouble 
was pulling up on the shots. I 
used a decidedly abbreviated 
backswing, and in lunging through 
with the stroke a tendency to 
pull up developed, 

The obvious way to correct this 
was to lengthen the backswing and 
take the club back in a more upright 


are. 
Once I did this the trouble dis- 
appeared. 

All of us, professionals and duffers, 
must keep watch against the. crop- 
ping up of these weaknesses. It is 
so easy to fall back into old faults 
unless you keep on guard.

AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 30.—(?)— 


Texas democrats who deserted Gover- 
nor Alfred KEK. Smith in 1928, to aid 
in putting the state in the republican 
column in a presidential election for 
the first time in history, cannot be 
barred from the party primary next 
June, Attorney-General R. L. Bobbitt 
ruled today. 


The opinion was delivered at the 
request of State Senator Thomas B. 
Love, of Dallas, a democrat who re- 
fused to support Smith for president 


after the New York governor became 
the nominee of the party. 


Love's application for a place on 
the democratic primary ballot of next 


July as a candidate for the guberna- 


torial nomination will be passed upon 
at a meeting of the party's state exec- 
utive committee here Saturday. 

The attorney-general’s opinion held 
that the executive committee of a po- 
litical party does not have the power 


in Texas to bar any person from par- 


ticipation in a party primary who 
voted against a nominee of the party 


at an election, after taking part in 


the primary conventions and primary 
elections of that party. 

It was held by the attorney-general 
that the law inhibits the barring of 
either candidates or voters who fail- 
ed. to support the nominees. 


PHONE HEAD OPPOSES

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—AH)— 
The Couzens bill for consolidation of 
communications systems under control 


of a federal commission was held. to 


be unwise today by Walter 8S. Gif- 
ford, president of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

Expressing his views before the 
senate interstate commerce committee, 
the widely known business executive 
suggested that control of telephones 
be left with state regulatory groups. 
He registered no objection to the bill, 
but maintained that no recent hap- 
penings in the telephone business 
would warrant transfer of authority 
from the states to the federal govern- 
ment. 

“Whenever a federal commission 
touches utilities,” he said, “the result 
is. that..the. federal government con- 
trols and the states fades.” 

Questioned by Senator Wheeler, 
Montana, the telephone 
president testified that the company 
was satisfied with the present regu- 
lation by the states and that thé vari-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—?)~— 
Creation of a George Washington Me- 
morial parkway along both banks of 
the Potomac river between Mount 
Vernon and Great Falls, Va., was 


overwhelmingly approved by the house 
today in passage of the Cramton bill 
to authorize appropriation of $23,- 
000,000 for the project. 

From this fund $16,000,000 would 
be used in the District of Columbia 
for development of a system of play- 
grounds and parks in connection with 
the memorial parkway. The money 
would be repaid by the district gov- 
ernment at the rate of $1,000,000 a 
year, without interest. 

The remaining $7,000,000 would be 
expended in the acquisition of land 
along the river in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia to be used in the parkway.

INCREASES REDUCED. 
ON STRAW HAT TAR

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(4)— 
While their felts and derbies were 
drying from the snow which was fall- 
ing on their way to work, members 
of the senate concerned themselves 
nearly all day today with straw hats 
and finally compromised this tariff 
controversy by approving increases in 
existing duties far below those car- 
ried in the Hawley-Smoot bill. 

With thia contest out of the way, 
the tariff debaters then considered an 
item more apropos of the weather so 
far as the womenfolk are concerned— 
embroidered handkercbieis. After a 
debate, the warmth of which at times 
contrasted with the chill of snow 
outside the capitol, they agreed to a 
higher tariff on such handkerchiefs. 

his, too, was a rate lower than that 
proposed in the pending bill. All 
rates approved were sponsored by 

mocrats and supported by the re- 
publican independents. 


Several switches in democratic 
ranks were recorded on the roll calls, 
Senator Barkley, democrat, Kentucky, 
sponsored today’s compromise amend- 
ments, after losing four successive at- 
tempts yesterday to cut materially the 
bill rates on hats, which in some _in- 
stances would have provided lower 
rates than now in force. 


Sewed straw hats, including chip 
hats which are imported in large 
quantities from Italy, were assessed 
a duty of 88 per cent under the first 
Barkley amendment approved today. 
The vote was 42 to 38, with 28 dem- 
ocrats, 13 republicans and the 1 
farmer-labor senator—NShipstead, 
Minnesota—supporting, and 34 re- 
publicans and 4 democrats oppos- 
ing. 

The rate. compares with existing 
rates of 60 per cent on hats valued 
at more than $9.50 a dozen and 8&8 
per cent on those worth $9.50 and 
less. The house and pending bills 
proposed a combination levy of 
a dozen and 60 per cent. 

In line with the S88 per cent duty 
on sewed hats, approval then was giv- 
en to a 78 per cent levy for unsewed 
straws. This compared with 50 per 
cent as at present and $4 a dozen and 
Magy cent in the house and pending 
ills, 

A duty of 90 per cent was fixed on 
hats made of braids not specially men- 
tioned in the BM@l which contain a 
substantial part of rayon. This is 
the same as carried in the house bill 
but is an increase of 15 per cent over 
existing law. 

Embroidered handkerchiefs, now du- 
tiable 4t 75 per cent, were given a 
rate of 90 per cent instead of the 
higher combination duty in the bill. 

Senator Barkley had proposed no 
increase in this levy, but agreed to 
90 per cent on request of Senator 
Copeland, democrat, New York, who 
complained of depressed conditions in 
the industry in his state. 

The present duty of 90 per cent 
on lace handkerchiefs was retained in 
egg of the increase proposed by the 
lil. 

Lace and embroidered handker- 
chiefs made with hand-rolled or hand- 
made hems were assigned an addition- 
al duty of one cent each, together 
with a rate of 90 per cent to protect 
this industry in Porto Rico. 


Frayed Cable Blamed 
For Kansas Air Crash 


KANSAS CITY, Kan., Jan. 30.— 
(?)—A frayed cable, connecting to the 
right aileron of a Central Air Lines 
passenger ge that crashed here 
Monday and killed five persons, today 
was submitted to a coroner's investi- 
gation as the probable cause of the 
accident, : 

R. G. Lockwood. general operations 
manager for the Universal Aviation 
Corporation, which controls the Cen- 
tral Air Lines, presented the evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Lockwood, who came here from 
New York to conduct an investiga- 
tion, said the cable ran through a 
tube. The cable, he testified, was 
frayed at a point where it passed 
around a pulley. The cable might easi- 
ly have jammed at the point where 
several strands were broken, he 
lieved. 

Witnesses to the crash said that 
Pilot Dyke Laudeman had turned into 
the wind for a landing when the plane 
fell off on one side and plunged to 
the ground. This was taken to indi- 
cate that he had lost control of the 
ailerons, the hinged surfaces on the 
wings used in banking a plane.

a frail heart might yield to overstrain 
at any moment. 

Yet in the weeks that followed his 
election he gave time and energy with- 
out stint, traveling between his Chi- 
cago home and the ehurch headquar- 
ters in New’ Lork. Nine days ago, 
he was prostrated by a heart ‘attack. 

Delirium came, and in delirium he 
was again the preacher and the bishop, 
raising strong voice as though ; 
spoke to his people. With his wite 
and daughters, his physicians and the 
suffragan bishop of Chicago at the 
bedside he died at 8:42 a. m. 

It was not until death came that 
the public knew of his long struggle 
against an ailing heart. For two 
years his physicians said he had been 
a sufferer from angina pectoris, sus- 
taining life only with the aid of a 
powerful drug. 

Bishop Anderson was 64. years old. 
He was born in Ontario September 
9, 1865. At 22 he entered mission- 
ary service as deacon and at 23 he 
was ordained priest by the bishop of 
Ontario. 

Bishop Anderson's last official act 
Fas the dictation, during an interval 
of consciousness Tuesday, of a call 
for election of a bishop coadjutor of 
Chicago gt next week’s diocesan cou- 
vention.
